Helps To Better Hair 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
In securing more attractive hair, the ‘wo 
most important points to bear in mind are to 
use the correct diet and to shampoo the hair 
correctly. In addition, special local treatment to 
the scalp may be of benefit 
For the shampoo, use distilled water if pos- 


sible. Wash the hair reg- 
ularly; if it has a tendency to 
be oily, then it should be 


washed once a week; if it is 
dry, it may be advisable to 
shampoo every two weeks. 
Wet the hair thoroughly, then 
soap with a plain, pure soap 
until a good lather is pro- 
duced. Massage the scalp 
with the fingertips while the 
soap is being rubbed into the 
hair. Repeat until the hair is 
clean. Now rinse well with clean water. If you 
find it necessary to use hard water, soften the 
water with lemon juice. Dry thoroughly, using 
a clean Turkish towel for this purpose. 

At the same time that you are shampooing 
the hair regularly, it is necessary that you use 
those foods which will promote a luxuriant 
growth of hair. The foods which are best for 
this purpose are the raw salad vegetables, 
cooked non-starchy vegetables, and fruits. In 
these foods we find an abundance of silicon and 
other food minerals which enter the blood- 
stream and are then utilized for providing the 
material out of which new hair is formed. Some 
of the foods rich in silicon are: asparagus, let- 
tuce, cucumbers, dandelion greens, fruit skins, 
and strawberries. 


Brushing the hair regularly will be of value 
for giving the hair a greater lustre. Use a good 
brush with firm bristles and brush the hair each 
day. As you brush, lift the strands upward and 
outward. The brushing will encourage a better 
circulation of blocd to the roots of the hair and 
will also bring about a better distribution of oil 
on the individual strands. 

It seems advisable to use an additional treat- 
ment for stimulating the circulation, then set 
aside a special time each day when you massage 
the entire scalp with the fingertips. Another 
treatment which will be helpful is the ultra 
violet ray treatment, which assists in toning up 
the scalp. This type of treatment is given in a 
doctor's office; however, a substitute treatment 
is to expose the hair to the sun, as the ultra 
violet rays in the sun will accomplish practically 
the same results, although & is necessary for 
you y in the sunlight for a much longer 
time than it is necessary for you to stay under 
the ultra violet light. 

When the hair becomes 
mean that you are using too large a quantity of 
fats and oils in your diet. Cut down on the 
greasy, oily foods and use vegetables and fruits 
in larger quantities than you have been doing 
Form the habit of taking»a salad with bot! your 
lunch and dinner. Frequent shampooing will be 
of assistance in correcting oily hair 

If your problem is dry hair, the use of the 
hot oil shampoo will probably bring satisfactory 
results. The warm oil is applied to the scalp 
before the shampoo

ANSWER—I sometimes recommend 
remedies; however, they should be considered 
as a mean of temporary relief to be used during 
the time that the large intestine is being re- 
trained to do its work in the normal way They 
cannot be considered a permanent cure, 
although they are often valuable aids for ob- 
taining temporary relief. The purpose of both 
agar and psyllium is to fill the intestine with a 
bland bulk which is non-irritating. Usually, in 
the average case of sluggish elimination, the 
only necessary aid at the start of the treatment 
is the daily enema, but it is sometimes advisable 
to combine the enema method with the use of 
some of these remedies.

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Russia Now Has Real 
Money

English papers of recent date carried the 
following announcement: 

“Negotiations between British shipbuilders 
and the Soviet in connection with the construc- 
tion of a number of timber-carrying vessels 
have been in progress for some time, and it was 
officially intimated last week that the Russian 
government had placed a contract for seven of 
these vessels with the Furness Shipbuilding 
Company, Haverton Hill-on-Tees. The contract 
price is stated to be about £400,000, and, as 
delivery is promised within twelve months, the 
keel plates will be laid at once. The vessels will 
be about 321 feet long, with a capacity of 4,000 
metric tons, and the hulls will be specially 
designed and strengthened for voyages through 
the Arctic iceficlds. As regards number of 
vessels, this is the biggest contract the North- 
East Coast has received for many years, and, 
with the exception of a Soviet dredger, the 
Belomorskaya (965 tons), built by Messrs. Lob- 
nitz and Co., Renfrew, two years ago, it is the 
first Soviet shipbuilding order placed in this 
country. The steel plates will be rolled by the 
South Durham Steel and Iron Company, Lim- 
ited, and the sections at the associated Cargo 
Fleet works, while the propelling machinery for 
all the vessels wili be supplied by the North 
Eastern Marine Engineering Company, Limited, 
from their Wallsend works. It is understood 
that the order is on a cash basis and does not 
involve the extended credit arrangements which 
hitherto made Soviet orders unacceptable to 
British shipbuilders.” 

For the lust few years the Russian shipping 
board has been buying second-hand vessels on 
the instalment plan so that the instalments 
could be paid out of earnings. Now with the 
piling up of real money, owing to increased gold 
production; increased sales of oil and lubricants 
to nations piling up war supplies; and increased 
sales of timber; the Russian government can go 
out for modern, economically operated shipping 
property on a cash basis. It is estimated that for 
1935 Russia will in amount of gold produced be 
second in the world only to South Africa; and 
while South African gold production seems to 
have about reached its peak—gold mining in 
Russia is still in the initial stage 

The British have no misgivings about trad- 
ing with Russia on a fair and friendly basis 
Russia places the big shipbuilding order in 
Britain, because the British buy large quantities 
of Russian exports. 

In contrast with this policy Canada has 
extended some special privileged protection so 
as to boycott Russian trade; and the Russians 
have responded with a boycott of their own. 

The shape of the world is such that Russia 
could profitably do a large import and export 
business with Canada through the Port of Vlad- 
ivostok. This would give big business to the 
Canadian National railway thre ugh its northern 
terminus at Prince Rupert: and would substan- 
tially increase the sales of Canadian products. 

The Glen and Shire lines and the Ellerman 
lines now send vessels to Manchurian ports. 
There would seem to be no difficulty in the way 
of establishing a fortnightly service via Vlad- 
ivostok to Prince Rupert; thereby giving Cana- 
dian commerce an outlet to and connection with 
the import and export business of not only Rus- 
sia but all the ports of the Orient. Canadian 
no-trade policy is the only obstacle

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1819 Robert 
Fleming Gourlay, the “Father of 
Reform” in Upper Canada, was 
convicted at the Niagara assizes 
before Chief Justice Powell for 
having refused to obey an order 
“to depart the province” and for 
having “published a __ seditious 
libel upon the administration of 
the government.” Gourlay had 
been in jail for several months, 
but had been able to continue his 
newspaper attacks upon the gov- 
ernor and his council because the 
sheriff had supplied him freely 
with writing mater‘als, for which 
the said Sheriff Marritt was af- 
terwards censured and dismissed. 
Gourlay left the day after his 
conviction going to New York 
State, whence he returned to 
Scotland, where he resumed his 
agitation against social and poli- 
tical conditions 

But his vindication in Canada 
came in 1842 when the assembly 


of the Province of Canada de- 
claréd that his arrest had been 
‘illegal, unconstitutional and 


without possibility of excuse and 
palliation and the sentence de- 
clared null and void.” Gourlay 
did not, however return to Can- 
ada until 1856 when he was 
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granted a pension of (50 which he 
refused because he did not con- 


sider that his vindication had 
been complete. By that time, 
however, much of his work had 
brought results. Reforms had 


come slowly but surely, and when 
he appealed to the electors of Ox- 
ford in 1860 he was defeated. His 
agitation forty years before had 
had its harvest, but the new gen- 
eration knew him not and he fail- 
ed to get the recognition he de- 
served. 


One of the most forceful figures 
in our political history he is un- 
honored anywhere in Canada. 
Surely, somewhere, there should 
be some recognition of the ser- 
vices of the man who first dared 
to be a Reformer in Upper Can- 
ada. He died in poverty in Edin- 
burgh in 1863. unhonored. and his 
burial place is ignored. Gourlay 
paved the way; William Lyon 
Mackenzie took up the task, but 
without Gourlay’s  seed-sowing 
Mackenzie would haye had fa! 
more spade work to do. When two 
years hence the centennial of the 
rebellions of 1837 is observed, as 
it will be in some fashion, the 
work of Robert Gourlay should 
not be overlooked

PROLONGING THE 
DISTURBANCE 


The federal election date is at 
last announced by Premier Ben- 
nett. Having already disorgan- 
ized business by the uncertainties 
of his long delay in naming the 
day, he chooses one so far ahead 
that the busincss upset incidental 
to the pre-election period will be 
unnecessarily prolonged His idea 
may be that it is good strategy to 
give his opponents an opportun- 
ity to exhaust themselves before 
he himself begins.

One of the worst features of 
the Bennett regime has been the 
uncertainty engendered by his 
constant tariff changes. Importers 
and others used to wait for 
budget day with the assurance 
that the alterations then an- 
nounced would hold good for a 
year. But under Mr. Bennett 
there have been new changes at 
short intervals—changes not only 
when parliament was in session, 
but inter-sessional changes made 


| 


by the cabinet which has been 
constituted a tariff-making body 
Business has been hampered by 
this uncertainty. It has suffered 
on account of it. 

The premier has carried bi: 
disregerd for business stability 
into another sphere. For months 
he has kept the country in a state 
of uncertainty with regard to the 
election date.—Toronto Star. 


PUTTING IT OFF 

The explanations from Otiawa 
about the date of the election are 
most of them interesting and a 
few are amusing, Nearly every- 
body, it appears, was a litile 
taken by surprise when Mr. Ben- 
nett, after waiting so long, de- 
cided that we needn't be in a 
great hurry at the last. We had 
all rather induced ourselves to 
believe that a short and snappy 
campaign—some people even said 
“short and sweet’--would be the 
order of the day. We had been 
induced to believe that Mr. Ben- 
nett would have it all over with 
by the end of September at the 
latest. But we are going into the 
middle of October, and the period 
between dissolution and polling 
day is as long as it has ever been 
We may have a snappy campaign, 
we may even—though it scems 
impossible—have a sweet one; 
but “short” is definitely not the 
woxd. 

You can pay your money and 
take your choice among the con- 
jectures about Mr. Bennett's state 
of mind in the making of this de- 
cision, but probably it will be 
more to the point to note who it 
is that makes the conjecture, For 
simplicity, for neatness, for com- 
pleteness, for satisfaction and 
even for self-satisfaction, you 
will go a good deal further and 
fare worse than if you take what 
is offered by the good party Lib- 
erals. What they will tell you, 
when it is all reduced to its low- 
est common terms, is simply a 
way of saying that the wicked 
Tories have put off going to the 
dentist's and having the aching
